4. — Always drive on good 
tins with good treads. For 
driving on snow, oonveottonai 
anow tiraa provide haM again 
aa much pulling power aa reg­ 
ular tires.. On ioe, studded aoow 
tlrea offer stili more help. 


5. — When there’s a chance 
you’ll enoounter severs snow or 
ioe ooodiUons, be sure you have 
reinforced tire chains in your 
oar—end use them! They pao- 
vkle le v le aevea times as 
much traction on snow or Ice 
aa regular tires. 


6. — Keep your windshield 
and windows clear at all times. 
Replace streaking wiper blades 
gone dead from expoaura to 
sun, wind and oily road film. 
Be sure your windshield wash­ 
er solution contains adequate 
windshield anti-freeze and sol­ 
vent. (Don’t use radiator anti- 
freeae for thia purpoae.)

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Ore Outlook 


The Chicaffo & North Western Railway Co., 
last week ended the 1969 ore shipping season in 
Escanaba, is looking forward to even better 
things next year for its $16 million iron ore ter­ 
minal here. 


Paul Schilltng, assistant ore superintendent, 
said the C&NW is looking towanl 10 million 
tons next year after a few changes are made 
during the three months when ice locks in little 
Bay de Noc. Ck>upled with the experience gained 
In the first year of operation, a much more pro­ 
ductive and efficient season is envisioned. 


It’s an encourajring way to end what other­ 
wise — by the public at least — has been re­ 
garded as a rather disappointing year for the 
new ore facility. 


There was the collapse of the surge bin last 
April shortlv after shipping started, killing one 
man and forcing a shutdown of the entire load­ 
ing operation for several weeks until a bypass 
conveyor could be built and put into use. There 
were other breakdowns of varying lengths in 
other parts of the system. And finally came the 
iMiblic criticism of the dust and noise generated 
by the terminal 


Behind the scenes there were other reports 
of failure and with the number and variety there 
must have been some truth to some of them to 
worry C&NW offiicals. It was hard to believe, 
for example, that there was any truth to the ru­ 
mor ttiat the “whole dock is sinking into little 
Bay de Xoc** but on the other hand it is not un­ 
reasonable to lend credence to the report that 
the ore dust w^hich filters into homes in north 
Escanaba also filters into bearings on the ore 
loading equipment, causing fricti<m and rapid 
wear.

The Escanaba 
ore termiiial loaded out nearly 6.9 mHUon tons 
of iron ore and whOe not quite up to the 7 mil­ 
lion ton txpectatk>ns of eaily spdng, the total 
stiU set an aU-time CANW record for Escanaba. 


Tn any new facility there are bound to be 
problems. Ev«n in the automobile industry 
where cars have been designed and assembled 
for years not every vehicle rolling off the line is 
100 percent perfect If tlicrs were no problems» 
there would be no need for warrantees. 


And so while there may have been problems 
at the C&NW ore terminal fai the first yesr of 
operation, it*s encooraging to see the raflroad 
taking of increasing tonnage by nearly 50 per­ 
cent for 1970. Unless engineers are confident of 
resolving 1969 difficulties, the 10 million figure 
won\d seem beyond the capability. 


Indications are that the C&NW is working 
diligently — an environmental science firm from 
Pennsylvania has been retained — to develop a 
system to control the dust from the terminal. A 
progress report is scheduled for the Michigan 
Air Po^ution Control Commission next month. 


Once that is completed and working effec­ 
tively, the community can join the CiNW in 
looking fonK'ard to continued shipping growth 
in Escanaba, 


Wrong Emphasis 


The House Committee on Public Works, af­ 
ter considerable investigation, has decided that 
bcAutification of highways and fancied-up junk­ 
yards has nothing to do with reducing the auto­ 
motive death rate which now runs around 55,000 
people a year. 


Consequently, the committee has reduced 
highway bMutifkation funds from $80 miUion 
to $1.5 million, a move also approved by the 
House. 


During the days of the Great Society when 
beauty was the rage (at least with Lady Bird), 
Congress, with a prod from President Johnson, 
p a s ^ the Highway Beautificatk>n Act of 1965. 
Proponents of the program wanted motorists to 
have prettier highways to drive (and die) on, 
a noble idea, but also an expensive one. The idea 
w'as to landscape highways with trees and 
shrubs, hide eyesores with fences and plantings, 
and pull down the billboards. 


The House and its committee have wisely 
decided that a manicured highway may be no 
safer than an ugly one and that there are other 
projects more worthy of congressional atten­ 
tion than hiding junkyards from public view. 


A more sensible policy, we think, would be 
to cut down on the number of accidents which, 
in turn, would mean fewer Wrecked cars and 
junkyards. 


The Committee on Public Worics also has 
called into question the priorities of the High­ 
way Safety Bureau. It criticized the agency for 
worrying more about keeping accident victims 
alive than in preventing the mishaps in the first 
place. 


Ever since Ralph Nader sprang on th e 
scene, the government has aimed its eneiiiss 
toward making autos safer, forgetting that l^e 
drunken driver is a menace to himself and others 
even if he should drive a spongelined tank. 


Highway killings can be substantially rs- 
duesd only by corralling the bad driver and keep* 
inf him off the streets. Government at all lev^s 
should aim safety campaigns primarily at this 
target

Dr. Se>-mour J. Kresho>ver, di- 
: rector of the Public Health 
Service's Nationa] Institute of 
Dental Reaearch. says; 


“It IS our belief that If a con­ 
certed effort Is initiated no\^ . it 
should be possible to makae den­ 
tal decay almost completely 
' preventable within the next dec­ 
ade. 


‘ This coatentioD b based on 
I laboratory evidence tliat dental 
'caries is an inHectious disease, 
resulting from a characteristic 
frroup of bactcria ttwt reside on 
the teeth Hiese bactwla, the 
eMdence indicates, cause the 
fermentation of carbohydrate 
in the diet^thereby producing 
harmful acids and enzymes that 
deatxoy the teeth.'* 


Krefhover said one promising 
research approach stems from 
a finding that an enzyme- 
called “dextranase’*—if applied 
*n the teeth, can remove and 
prevent formation of the dex- 
tran-containing bacterial mass­ 
es at least in aohnals. 


Lamited pilot studies In hu­ 
mans appear to conflnn this, 
but It is not yet definitcdy known 
whether dextranase can actual­ 
ly prevent tooth decay in hu­ 
mans. 


What about the queaC for a 
vaccine against tooth dacaj—ei­ 
ther (jne that could be taken by 
mouth, or one re<{airmg injec­ 
tion? 


Capt. Gcrdon H. RoveUtad af 
the NaxT's Bureau of Medicdna 
and Surgery in Wastiington says 
it's possible now to develop a 
vaccme 
against “strep n\u- 
tans." believed to be the diief 


bacterial villain in the tooth-de- 
coy picture. 


Indeed. 
BritIA dantal ta- 
searchers reported aarly this 
year that a vaccine made cf live 
**ttrep’* germs isolated from a 
decayed toolb in a human 
s h a i^ reduced tooth dacay ia 
three monkeys, compared with 
unvacdnated animals. 


But tbere's a drawtMck to 
preaent uae of such a vaccina in 
bumana. Ltva **itrap** germs, 
and poasMy even killad cnee, 
might stimoSata tha fbrmatioB 
of antibodies which could dam­ 
age the heart—specifically, ia 
the form of rheumatic fever. 


But Rovelstad aaya research­ 
ers at Norlhwaatem University, 
in ooOabcratioB with Navy den­ 
tal scientists, have come up 
with this promising lead wtiich 
might offer a way to circumvent 
the problem. 


Thetr findings suggest tliat It 
might eventually be possible to 
make vaccines out of some 
harmlaas material that would, 
in effect, attack protems in the 
cellowalls of atrep germs linked 
with tooth decay, thus checking 
Ibeir gwwrtb. 


This would be in contrast to 
the conventional method of us­ 
ing wtiole germ«—live or killed 
—ia vacciaee so as to stimulate 
production of antibodies against 
aaturaOy iavadiac mk robea of 
the same type. 'Hie latter is the 
classic method used in such 
vaccines as those against polio. 
But. sttch vaccines do not poaa a 
threat to the heart as would a 
vaccine made cf wbole **strep** 
germs.
